The Russian Dispute. 


With the r.turn of Sir Esmond Ovey 
from Moscow, and the meeting of the 
Cabinet to-morrow, events in connection 
with the arrest of British subjects in 
Russia are likely to move quickly. Some

these people have been thrown into prison, 
but such is not the case. Alarm is felt 
because no direct charge has been brought 
until yesterday, while former experiences 
have shown that foreigners in similar con- 
ditions have been denied even elementary 
justice. It is sble that Sir Esmond 
Ovey may be able to supply information 
now lacking, and thus to place the au- 
thorities here in a stronger position tc 
deal with the case. In political circles 
there is an opinion that strong measures 
alone can do any good, anc many people 
would like to see the Soviet agents in this 
country invited to return to Russia. That 
the situation there is becoming one of 3 
creasing difficulty is now known, and i 
would not cause much surprise if . 
news should come from Moscow before 
long. 

Economic Discussions. 

There are hopes that the World 
Economic Conference may be brought 
together in May or June. The conversa- 
tions between the Prime Minister and Mr. 
Norman Davis, the United States dele- 
gate to the Disarmament / .ference, have 
been useful in this connection, and a 
certain amount of agreement has been 
obtained on some of the initial points. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has always main- 
tained that there should be some solution 
of the war debts lem before the 
Economie Conference, and it is understéod 
that these views are now appreciated in 
the United States.

For a while the Pope adored the relics 
of St. Peter exposed before the Altar of 
Confession. Then, turning to the crowd, 
which now thronged the church, he im- 
parted the Apostolic Blessing. 

The procession re-formed, and while two 
Cardinals announced a plenary indulgence 
for all present in Latin and Italian, the 
Pope, surrounded by his guards. and his 
prelates, was borne away, and for 
Catholics all over the world Holy Year 
had officially begun. 


LETTER FROM THE POPE. 


The letter read in the churches yester- 
day quoted a letter from the Pope to the 
Cardinal Vicar of Rome expressing a 
wish that on the first Thursday of April 
the devotion of the Holy Hour should take 
place throughout the world, - 

The Archbishop of Dublin, in his letter 
to the parishes, stated: 

In accordance with the wishes of the 
Holy Father, I, therefore, direct that in 
all public churches of the city and coastal 
borough, and in the principal church of 
all other parishes of the diocese, a Holy 
Hour in the presence of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment exposed for adoration shall be held 
at the usual hour for week-day evening 
devotions. Permission is also given for 
a like celebration in all other churches 
und chapels of the diocese in which the 
Blessed Sacrament. is reserved. 

The faithful will, I know, respond 
with their traditional’ fervour to the 
appeal of the Holy Father, and will 
especially pray that God may inspire and 
strengthen him to guide His Church 
through the difficulties and dangers of 
these critical days.

Lord Chelmsford died suddenly on Satur- 
day afternoon in the garden of Sir Edward 
Goschen’s home at Wantage, Berkshire, A 
few minutes before he had been listening to 
the broadcast description of the University 

t race, and had followed with tense in- 
terest the fortanes of Oxford, the University 
at which he graduated, and which last year 
honoured him by appointing him Warden of 
All Soult’. - 

Lord Chelmsford and his youngest daughter, 
Miss Margaret Thesiger, had gone over for 
the day. dy Goschen later went to Oxford 
and broke the news to Lady Chelmsford, 

Viceroy of India, Governor successively of 
two States in Australia, cricket captain of 
Oxford University, and First Lerd oi the 
Admiralty in the first Labour Government— 
these were some of the offices filled by Lord 
Chelmsford in a career which was notable for 
its wide variety of public service. : 

At the University he gained a blue for 
cricket in his first year and later captained 
the team against the famous . Cambridge 
eleven, which included Sir Stanley Jackson 
and Mr. S. M. J. Wood. 

Leaving Oxíord, he was called to the Bar, 
and for some years practised at the Parlia- 
mentary Bar. In 1905 he was ‘appointed 
Governor of Queensland, and in 1900 he he: 
came Governor of New South Wales. On bis 
return to England, in 1913, he was made an 
alderman of the London County Council, 


CAPTAIN TO VICEROY. 


When war broke out Lord Chelmsford 
went to India with his battalion as a captain 
in the 4th Dorset (Territorial) Regiment. 
In 1916 this junior captain in a territorial 
battalion became the Viceroy. His five years 
of administration were notable chiefly for the 
Mr. 
Edwin Montagu, the then Secretary of State, 
in framing what came to be known as the 
Montagu-Chelmsford reforms. 

Together they carried out an investigation 
into Indian affairs, consulting widely-differ- 
ing schools of thought. In 1919 they issued 
the report which bears their names, and 
which led to the Reform Act of 1919. 

Lord Chelmsford described himself as a 
Unionist, but he became First Lord of the 
Admiralty in the first Labour Government 
in 1924. Owing to the scarcity of Labour 
peers he accepted it as a non-political ap- 
pointment, and did not take office in the 
Labour Government of 1929. 

Lord Chelmsford is succeeded by his sur- 
viving son, the Hon. C. G. Thesiger, who 
was born in 1903. His elder son died in 
1917 from wounds received in action in 
Mesopotamia. He also leaves four daughters. 

The King, in a message to Lady Chelmsford, 
tai: The news of your sudden and sad 
bereavement has greatly shocked the Queen 
and me, and we offer you and your children 
our deepest sympathy. Lord Chelmsford’s 
loss will be widely regretted, as his valved 
public service, both at home and overseas, 
will be ever gratefully remembered. 


FINE SPORTSMAN. 


The Maharaja Jamsaheb of Nawanagar, 
better known as Ranjitsinhji, the famous 
cricketer, died suddenly yesterday at 
Jamnagar from heart failure. 

Lieut.-Colonel H. H. Shri Sir Ranjitsinhji 
Vibhaji, Maharaja Jamsaheh of Nawanagar, 
was born in 1872, and was adopted by his 
uncle, the Jamsaheb of ‘Nawanagar, and suc- 
ceeded his cousin as Maharaja in 1906. He 
was educated at Rajkumar College, Rajkot, 
India, and at Trinity College, Cambridge. 

‘* Ranji” was, after W. G. Grace, pro- 
bably cricket’s most picturesque. figure, and 
certainly one of the most stylish batsmen the 
game has produced. His merit was quickly 
recognised in England, and After obtaining 
his Blue at Cambridge in 1693 he made his 
first appearance for the Sussex County: 
Cricket Club in 1885. He was top of the 
county batting averages in the same year, 3 
position he maintained until 1902, while in 
the vears 1896 and 1900 he was head of the 
English averages. In 1900 he scored 2,786 
runs for an average of 59.91. . He played 
for England against Australia fifteen times, 
and went to Australia with Stoddart’s team 
in 1897. 

In his later years, “‘Ranii,” as the 
Jamsahib of Nawanagar, achiever note as a 
statesman. He became Chancellor ot the 
Chamber of Princes. He provided troops 
for the Empire in the Great War, and him- 
self served at the front in 1914-15. In 1920 
he represented the Ruling Princes of India 
at the Assembly of the League of Nations. 

His nephew, K. 8. Duleepsinhji, is the 
well-known Sussex and England cricketer. 

After last week’s meeting of the Chamber 
of Princes the Jamsahib left Delhi apparently 
in excellent health. He was looking forward

It is known that in the present session 
a bill to reform the Dail on the latest 
population statistics is dúe in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution. In 
fact, unless such a bill is passed before the 
end of next month a. serious question 
might arise if, by any chance, a general 
election were suddenly precipitated, as an 
election could not le ally take place until 
the revision contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion has been made. The revision must 
be made every ten years. 
According to the President's statement 
the revised Dail will not contain more 
than 120 deputies. : 


THE SENATE. 


In regard to the Senate the President 
clearly has not yet decided as between 
complete abolition and a greatly reduced 
membership. As a preliminary measure 
he proposes ‘to uce the number of 
senators by at least twenty, and, with this 
purpose in view, he will introduce legisla- 
tion which will prevent the filling of the 
twenty vacancies which will occur by the 
retirement of twenty senators at the end of 
the triennial period in 1984.
